I read the records to realize the fvr- 
I rors of pre-immun:zation days. T h ’ 
I picture of entire villages killed by 
smallpox or of children choking fo r1 
! breath, their respiratory passages* 
obstructed by diphtheria, present.si 
a sad picture. 
Today thanks to the work of the 
brilliant pioneers in the field of im-! 
munology w'e are able to give pro-1 
tection 
against 
these 
d iscu ss. J 
These men realized that one infec­ 
tion from these conditions gave a 
lasting immunity. 
Following one! 
of these infections, the bod'’ seemed j 
to contain immune bodies which 
prevented a recurrence of that dis­ 
ease. These pioneers further noted) 
that as we grew’ older we seemed j 
to develop protection against these : 
diseases without ever actually hav­ 
ing them. The case incidence* de­ 
creased materially 
as we g i t " ) 
older. This phenomenon they at* I 
tributed to repeated small infections) 
which did not produce disease b u t! 
to which the body built up a re­ 
sistance—a 
natural 
immunity. 
These men thought that if thee 
could 
find 
the 
substance 
which 
caused these diseases and inject | 
small amounts, they could produce 
an artificial immunity which could 
be as effective and lasting as the 
natural immunity which has been; 
described. When the material caus­ 
ing disease is 
injected in smali 
amounts arid the body produces an 
immunity this is knows as active) 
immunity. When antitoxins are in­ 
jected to give a temporary immu»-| 
ization this is know’n as passive im-, 
triunity. 
\ 
These immunizations are 
being 
successful. 
Smallpox, diphtheria, 
and typhoid have been reduced to 
a minimum. Whooping cough, and 
scarlet fever are constantly being- 
diminished. We can now immunize) 
against tetanus, the disease which, 
killed so many soldiers during the 
world war. Hydrophobia caused by 
the bite of a rabid dog can be con-1 
trolled. Immunization both active; 
and passive, w’ill soon be common 
in epidemic meningitis. 
We have 
passive immunity for measles. We; 
should indeed be thankful to these J 
men of medicine for their contribu­ 
tions to our health.

Meeting 


Slate Hoard Doctor 
Tells Of Spread And 
Prevention of Disease 


A 
Community 
Public 
Health 
meeting was held in the school gym 
last Wednesday evening 
for the 
purpose of considering the preven­ 
tion of contagious diseases and im­ 
munization. The meeting was called 
at the suggestion of Dr. I^evy, rep­ 
resenting 
the 
State 
Board 
of 
Health, due to the fatal diphtheria 
cases in the village. 
Miss Rose Hoy, IL N., nurse at 
large for the Rural Public Health 
Service of Cook county, acting iii 
the absence of Miss Sorenson, R. 
\ arranged for the meeting with 
the assistance of the heads of the 
various local organizations. 
Mr. Lewis Holtje, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce presided 
at the meeting. Although the meet­ 
ing dealt with a matter of vital 
importance to all, a comparatively 
small number of citizens responded. 
However, the gathering was rep­ 
resentative of most cf the village 
organizations. 
Dr. Levy spoke on the subject of 
the spread and prevention of con­ 
tagious discases, with especial em­ 
phasis on diphtheria. 
Three rolls of film were shown 
bv Mrs. Corrine Robinson, R. N., 
state consulting nurse 
for Cook, 
Will and Du Page counties, on the 
.subjects of “Common Sources of 
the Spread of Contagious 
Dis­ 
eases,” “The Progress of Medical 
Science in Fighting Diphtheria,” 
and “The Making of Anti-toxin. 
After the showing of the films an 
opportunity was given for ques­ 
tions on the subject which were 
answered by Dr. Levy. 
In the course of running down 
possible sources of the outbreak in 
Wheeling, it was found that car­ 
riers of the disease were prevalent 
here, as in most communities, at 
least eight carriers having been 
found among the small number of 
persons cultured. 
Upon asking the advice of Dr. 
Levy for a means of protecting the 
residents of the village against a 
further outbreak, he suggested a 
program of immunization for all, as 
soon as possible. After some dis­ 
cussion, it was decided to arrange 
for a health promotion campaign 
against diphtheria, at the school 
gym for Friday morning at which 
time all residents of Wheeling and 
school district 21, might receive the 
Schick test or immunization toxin 
as needed free of charge. 
With only one day in which to 
notify people, the village was di­ 
vided, and volunteers among those 
present were assigned to a terri­ 
tory, so that as far as possible, all 
might be notified. 
Volunteers were also called for 
to assist in the campaign, and the 
services of Dr. E. L. Larson and Dr. 
H. Reid were secured. 
A lighter 
note was brought to the meeting by 
Frank Leonardi of the Crane high 
school, Chicago, who played several 
piano accordion solos.

Half of Wheeling 
Population Take 
Diphtheria Tests 
Not quite 50 per cent of the resi­ 
dents of Wheeling responded to the 
campaign 
against diphtheria 
in 
presenting themselves 
for SchicK 
tests and 
immunization 
at the 
school last Friday. Of these 165 
were those IO years old and up, who 
received the Schick test and 35 were 
younger children who were given 
their first toxoid injection. 
In the reading of the Schicks on 
Monday, over 60 per cent of them 
were found to be positive, meaning 
they would be susceptible to taking 
the disease were they’ exposed to 
a carrier. These people will receive 
the toxoid injections for immuniza­ 
tion beginning next Monday. 
Although a considerable number 
of local people have arranged to 
have the tests and immunization 
privately, it is believed that many 
still have not availed themselves 
of the protection now being offered 
to all in the immediate community 
by the Chamber of Commerce and 
Village Board ami 
other 
public 
spirited citizens who are donating 
their services in the campaign. 
Remember that the death rate of 
diphtheria has dropped from 45 to 
lo per cent only because of the 
use of these means of protection. 
Remember, too, that especially in 
diphtheria, 
prevention 
is 
many 
times more to be desired than a 
cure, for many so-called cured cases 
of diphtheria leave their victims 
with defective hearts or nervous 
systems for life. 
If you have not yet been im­ 
munized why not do so at once. 
The public campaign will continue 
for three more Mondays at the 
school from 9-11 
o’clock 
in the 
morning and 7 to 8:30 p. rn. for 
those who work and cannot be pres­ 
ent in the morning.
